LONDON, June 9.—All Europe is startled 
by the downfall of Ernest Terrah Hooley, 
the “Magician of Finance.”’” The daring 
you epeculator, whose operations have 
emaiiches the world every now and then 
for the past few years, yesterday went be- 
fore the Register and asked to be adjudged 
@ bankrupt. Counsel declared that Mr. 
Hooley had been “‘victimized to an extent 
Which will be a revelation to the public.” 

It is difficult for the people to believe that 
this curious man has come to the end of his 
tether. Within less than one year he made 
$50,000,000 for himself and twice that sum 
for his friends. So brilliant has been his 
oa carcer and s0 phenomenal have 
been 8 stock Jobbing operations that noted 
Millionaires like Barney Barnato are small 
fry in comparison. Plain to vulgarity, 
frank to apparent innocence and osten- 
tatious only In his aspirations, Hooley has 
Won the admiration of the masses and the 
everlasting hatred of the aristocracy. 

He dined with the Prince of Wales and 
the royal family at Sandringham, while 
the nobility and the aristocracy looked on 


contemptuously; he has tasted the sweets 
of unprecedented adulation from those who 
bow before the golden calf: he has seen 
wealth spring up at his touch, as though 
he Were king of the masters of the art of 
darkness, and now,he is wrecked like any 
ee man, human’ and not tnfallible after 


Shrewd and wonderful as he has been in 
his judgment, it is certain that Hooley is 
the victim of those who have associated 
with him in his Aladdin-like ventures and 
Whose fortunes he made. It is already said 
of him that he was nothing more than a 
clever showman, and that while he duped 
the public out of millions, he has himself 
been the tool of still more clever persons. 

Hooley was the son of a lace manufs 
turing family in Nottingham. He névVei 
knew poverty. At his mother’s death he 
was left $150,000, and on reaching his ma- 

rity he became a stock broker in his na- 
ive city. He has often declared proudly 

that he never made less than $20,000 a 
year, Before long the city of London was 
at his feet. He was its most talked about 
man. His movements were chronicled like 
those of royalty. 

Hooley's first flight of great moment was 
the promotion of the Dunlop Bicycle Tire 
Co. in 189%, when he cleared nearly $13,- 
000,000 within one or two days. London 
awoke one morning to learn that the Dun- 
lop company had been bought by a syn- 
dicate for $20,000,000. 

This was wonderful enough as a cash 
transaction, but the more startling part of 
it came later when it was known that 
mecley had bought the company originally 

Or $10,000,000, and had then sold it for twice 
that sum to the syndicate that he had 
himself organized. The supposition was at 
first that he had duped a batch of extra- 
ordinary reenhorns, but it was subse- 
guently and very soon shown that those 
who had gone into the venture had thereby 
become greatly enriched. 

It Was s0 ever afterwards Hooley or- 

nized many corporations, many of them 

lcyele concerns, and a)l were signally suc- 
cessful up to a certain point. ie handed 
about millions as though they were dollar 
bill, meanwhile living the Ufe of a Monte 

Cristo. He drove Humber shares up from 
6% to 24%, and made $5,000,000 in the deal. In 
an incredibly short time he had pocketed 
$25,000,000 and there is no telling how much 
money he made for those who had faith in 
his achemes. 

Hooley's chief offense against the aristoc- 
racy wee the manner in which he invested 
many millions of his mushroom earnings. 
He puta lot of his wealth into real estate, 
and beught nothing smaller than ancient 
English estates. He accumulated no fewer 
than 60 of these, purchasing them from 
noblemen in financial atraits. 

He bought the racing yacht Britannia, 
formerly the property of the Prince of 
Wales, and somehow got membership

The country in which American soldiers will operate behind Santiago is 
mountainous, well wooded and watered, rather wild, rapt all accounts, 
not dangerous to health. There are roads which will furf™'sh good marching, if

Santiago is surrounded by the 


Maestra range of mountains, which separates it from the interior, It is a trifle 


hot just behind these hills, shut off, as the country is, from the sea, but the 


heat is not so intense here as it is in other parts ef ‘the island. 
The Cuba number of the National Geographic Magazine for May says that 


that the climate of Cuba is much more 


salubrious than it has been represented. 


The winters are delightful, and the summer months are more endurable than 
in most of the territory of the United States. The current impression of bad 
climatic conditions have grown out of an erroneons confusion of bad sanita-. 


tion in Havana and other cities with the weather.

August, the hottest months, the mean temperaiure is 82 degrees, fluctuating 


ranges from 58 to 78.

The air in the warm months is usually charged with 85 per cent of moist- 
ure. The average humidity in summer at St. Louis is 68. It is the excessive hu- 
midity in the valleys of Cuba that makes the heat oppressive.

JAPAN'S, CONSULATE BURNED. 


Further Trouble Goliad in the Orient 
Owing to Riots in China. 


The 


VANCOUVER, B.C., June 8.—Oriental ad- 
vices are to the effect that China and Japan 
are having trouble again. Complications 
have occurred in China one after another 


has been burned. 

The indemnity has been wholly paid, Wel-| 
Hai-Wel is evacuated and Japan has assur- 
ance from China that no part of the Prov- 
ince of Fukien shall be leased or ceded to 
any foreign country. The obligations of the 
Shimoneski treaty have thus been fully dis- 
charged by China and now a new compli- 
cation has arisen. 

It seems that rioters at Shashi raided the 
Japanese consulate, set fire to the building 
and also destroyed foreign residences by 
the river Yangtse. A Shanghai dispatch 
says the rioters are believed to have been 
instigated by Chinese officials who were 
Jrecently discharged from service. On re-

ceipt of the news of the riot the Minister 
of the Navy issued instructions to the com- 
manders of the cruiser Takao at Shanghai 
and the gunboat Mayi to immediately pro- 
ceed to the scene of the disturbance for 
the protection of Japanese residents. 

M. 8. Esk has been ordered to the 
scene of the outrage. 

Shashi, where the riot occurred, is one of 
the ports opened to foreign trade under 
the Japanese treaty of 1895, and was opened 
on Oct. 1, 1896. It is situated about 50 miles 
above Han Kow. 

Japan had adopted the method of Great 
Britain and France and has obtained a 
guarantee that the portion of the Chinese 
, empire in which she is'‘most interested shall 
not be allenated. At the instance of the 
Japanese Minister Plenipotentiary, the Chi- 
nese Government has engaged that no part 
of the Province of Fukien shall ever be 
ceded to a foreign power. Fukien is the 
part of the mainland lying opposite Far- 
mosa.
